Mo o re had o nly fifty cents in mo ney 
In his po ssessio n when ho disappear­ 
ed.

The Singular Story That Comes 
From Arizona. 


A MAN RESEMBLED BROTHER 


The Death of 
a 
Gambler Charged 
With a Crime Leads to a 
Peculiar D iscovery . 


A singular case of mistaken identi­ 
ty is shown by the records of Gila 
county , Arizona, its scenes for the 
most part belong in the mining camp 
of Globe, writes the Phoenix corres­ 
pondent of the New 
Yoi4t World. 
in the summer of 1891 burglars en­ 
tered the store of Charles E. Tay lor, 
blew open the safe and took several 
hundred dollars in 
money . 
There 
were blood stains about the place, In­ 
dicating that at least one of the bur­ 
glars had been injured by the explos­ 
ion. 
Suspicion pointed toward Jeff 
Bramlett, a gambler well known in 
camp, because he was found the nex t 
day with a wound on his hand and 
blood on his apparel for which he 
could not account satisfactorily . 
He 
was arrested for the crime, but never 
was tried. 
Before the succeeding session of 
the grand jury Bramlet was taken 
sick of a dropsical affection and was 
taken from the 
county 
jail to the 
county hospital, w^here he died, and 
was buried as a pauper. No Question 
was raised at the time of the |ui- 
nouncement of his death, nor was the 
body viewed by other than the under­ 
taker, William Zimmerman, who laid 
him away , though quite a number of 
persons attended the funeral. 
A few weeks later two miners who 
had left Globe traveled through the 
mountains to Jerome, another mining 
camp, 100 miles away . 
Immediately 
on arriving there they went into a 
restaurant, and were greeted at the 
door by a man whose presence startled 
them, for he seemed to be none other 
than Jeff 
Bramlett, 
whose funeral 
they had witnessed in Globe. 
Recovering their composure they 
said, "Hello, Jeff!" were pleasantly 
answered in kind and proceeded with 
their meal, there being little further 
conversation between them. The meal 
ilniahed, the miners telegraphed the 
sheriff in Globe that Jeff Bramlett 
w as In Jerome. 
The sheriff telegraphed an order of 
arrest, and Deputy Sheriff Benbrook, 
of Globe, was sent after the man. 
During the officer's absence all sorts 
of speculation was indulged in by the 
Globe people. It was soon popularly 
believed that the death of Bramlett 
and his subsequent burial was a ruse; 
that the undertaker and hospital of­ 
ficials had been bribed to bufy a sub­ 
stitute corpse, or perchance a coffin 
full of rocks, while the real Bramlett 
bad been allowed to depart under cov­ 
er of night after his official interment 
In a few day s Officer Benbook re­ 
turned with the man in custody . The 
Globeites, with few exceptions, de- 


I dared the prisoner to be Jeff Bram­ 
lett. He admitted without the slight­ 
est hesitation that he had been known 
by that name throughout the terri­ 
tory , though he reserved an explana­ 
tion until later, when a court of in­ 
quiry was convened by Justice of the 
Peace Strong. 
Before that official appeared many 
citizens, among them the two miners 
who had caused the arrest of the man, 
and all of whom swore positively that 
they believed the man before them 
was the man arrested for safe rob­ 
bery , and who was presumably burled 
some weeks before. But there were 
three men w*ho appeared in the man’s 
defense. One of them was Dr. J. M. 
Largent, the county phy sician; Dr. T. 
Shields Collins, no\r a 
well-known 
Arizona practitioner, and y our cor­ 
respondent, 
who 
had 
known Jeff 
Bramlett for y eam 
The latter testified that, while there 
was a most 
striking 
resemblance, 
there was a difference in weight, and 
the suspected 
man 
had a heavier 
mustache than had the dead man. Dr. 
Largent testified that if the accused 
were Bramlett, there would be found 
a scar on his breast where he had 
tapped him for relief from dropsy . 
Dr. Collins testified to having known 
Bramlett for y ears, and that once at 
the Silver King mining camp Bram­ 
lett, while intoxicated, had gone to 
sleep too close to a camp fire and his 
feet were badly burned. 
He knew 
it to be the same man that was in the 
county hospital, and 
if the accused 
were the same person he must have 
ineffaceable scars of that burning for 
which Dr. Collins had treated him. 
But the men who lost their money 
were unconvinced. 
They demanded 
that the coffin buried by Undertaker 
Zimmerman be exhumed, fully believ­ 
ing it would be 
found

was SO ordered, and a precision of 
50 men went to the gravey ard and 
exhumation followed. The body was 
too badly decomposed for full identi­ 
fication, but the clothes were demon­ 
strated to have 
been 
the apparel 
worn by Bramlett, and 
the corpse 
was that of a white man with mus­ 
tache and hair very like that Bram­ 
lett waa known to have possessed. 
% 
On the return of this party the in­ 
quisition was resumed, and the ac­ 
cused man told his ctory . 
He said 
that his name was Bramlett, but that 
his Christian name was John, not 
Jeff, and that he was more often 
called Jeff than JoL^ by reason of his 
resemblance to a twin brother named 
Jeff, who had been in Arizona for 
y ears, though he had not seen him 
since they both left their home in Cal­ 
ifornia. They had never had trouble, 
but the family instinct was not strong­ 
ly developed, and they had not cor­ 
responded for y ears, nor in any way 
kept track of each other, save by oc­ 
casional letters from their childhood 
home, in which reference to each was 
made of the other. 
As Jeff was well known all over 
Arizona, which was a sparsely settled 
mining region, when John came to 
the country half of the people he met 
addressed him as Jeff. It was easier, 
he said, to accept the name than to 
explain matters to every body he met, 
and that was why he had made no ex­ 
planation when 
the 
miners so ad­ 
dressed him in Jerome. He had seen 
something in a newspaper about the 
arrest of Jeff Bramlett in Globe on a 
criminal charge, but he felt no more 
Interest In the case than though the 
man were not a relative, and had not 
learned the seriousness of the charge, 
nor had he heard of his brother’s 
death. 
The court was convinced, and John 
Bramlett was discharged but to this 
day there are many in Globe who be­ 
lieve he is a person who is legally 
dead and burled. 


A Religious Epidemic In China.

A belief has started 
among the people that the Gods are 
passing through the skies, and that, 
if besought, they will provide reme­ 
dies with which 
the 
sick may be 
healed. 
The belief has spread with 
remarkable rapidity from village to 
village, and in the fields hundreds of 
people may be seen kneeling in pray ­ 
er In front of burning incase, with 
some cake and wine as offerings. It 
Is said that in one village 2,000 people 
were thus engaged. 
When the in­ 
cense is burned the ashes are taken 
and given to the sick to eat. 
The 
officials are fearing that disturbances 
may result, and are seeking to put a 
stop to the practice.

Mrs. Rice’s cow Is dead and the 
entire population of Goldfield is in 
mourning, writes the Goldfleld, Nev., 
correspondent of the St. Paul Pioneer- 
Press. She was the only cow in the 
gold-bearing district. As not a spear 
of grass nor a herb of any description 
grows in this desert region that would 
furnish fodder to even a goat. Mrs. 
Rice’s cow subsisted exclusively on 
hay that costs |100 a ton. Even the 
milk which reaches the burg from 
Reno, two day s old, sold for |1 a 
quart; so this fountain right "in their 
midst" was a cherished institution. 
When Mrs. Rice decided to risk 
nearly all she possessed in the impor­ 
tation of this cow she realized that 
she was risking it for a big prize. 
The journey of "Bossy " was long and 
tedious, 
partly 
by 
rail 
on 
slow 
freights, part of the distance tied to 
the rear end of mule freighters, trudg­ 
ing over the alkali desert. 
But the 
enterprising widow was rewarded one 
day about three months ago when her 
cow w'as delivered safely in Gold­ 
fleld. 
That was a gala day in the town. 
The cow was only an ordinary Jersey , 
long-homed and red, but was an ob­ 
ject of greater curiosity than If it had 
been a specimen of some prehistoric 
age. The demand was so great for a 
sight of the gentle creature that Mrs. 
Rice consented to allow her treasure 
to be 
paraded 
through the main 
thoroughfare shortly after its arrival. 
Never did a circus parade in a coun­ 
try village create more enthusiasm. 
Business was practically suspended 
during the hour of the 
ceremony . 
The miners followed in the wake of 
the cow, cheering wildly . Merchants 
ran from their tented stores, with rib­ 
bons and flags, until her cowshlp was 
decorated more gaudily than a May 
day queen. 
Following close on this incident a 
new tent appeared on the main street, 
in front of which was a crude sign 
with inscription: 
"Fresh ice cream and milk shakes 
from Mrs. Rice's cow.” 
It was business acumen worthy of 
genius. 
Mrs. Rice was the envy of 
every merchant in town. Her estab­ 
lishment was thronged day and even­ 
ing. 
The supply inexhaustible, y et 
no one had the temerity to question 
openly the genuineness of the deli­ 
cacies served. 
When Mrs. Rice failed to pul in an 
appearance as usual one morning this 
week inquiry developed that the cow 
had died suddenly during the night. 
There was consternation in the camp. 
No reason for its death could be 
assigned. 
It was suggested that some jealous 
rival among the saloon men, whose 
business was affected by the cow's 
supply , 
might 
have 
poisoned the 
beast, but this was shouted down as 
to infamous for Goldfield.

in tn e deep est water, fo r o u t o f reach 
o f o rdin ary ho o ks an d lin es. 
Maitlan d’s scheme is as fo llo ws: 
Hav in g o n ce, abo u t two y ears ago , 
cau ght o he o f the kin d o f fish that 
liv e in deep water, he fasten ed to 
it a p aten t co n triv an ce, co n sistin g o f 
a small brass tu be, in to w'blcb is 
fo rced, at a v ery great p ressu re, co m­ 
mo n illu min atin g gas. 
Fasten ed to 
this is a stro n g ru bber bag, abo u t as 
large as a keg, an d In clo sed in an ­ 
o ther tu be. A sho rt co rd, with a ho o k 
an d illu min ated bait o n it, are fast­ 
en ed to the seco n d tu be, the o n e co n ­ 
tain in g the co mp ressed ru bber bag. 


an d the fish, with these ap p lian ces 
attached. Is let lo o se in the lake. 
It 
div es at o n ce to the bo tto m an d p ro b­ 
ably swims abo u t there. 
So me o n e o f the great fish do wn 
belo w Is attracted by the Illu min ated 
bait an d bites o n it.

In this man n er 
av erage abo u t 00 p o u n ds in weight 
an d are o f 
remarkably 
fin e flav o r. 
So metimes the hu n ter fish remain s 
do wn at the bo tto m o f the lake fo r 
o v er a day befo re a cap tu re is made 
an d co mes u p half a mile fro m the 
p lace where he wen t do wn .

Shot By His Daughter to Prevent Aa 
AsaaulL 


Win o n a Giliham, 
aged 
16 y ears, 
fatally sho t her father, Jo hn Giliham, 
aged 3 6 , a min er, at 3 
o clo ck this 
mo rn in g, at Yo u n g’s Statio n p 18 miles 
west o f Peo ria, after he had made a 
determin ed attemp t to crimin ally as­ 
sau lt her, say s a Peo ria, III., disp atch. 
Two charges lo dged in her father s 
gro in , an d his life han gs o n a mere 
thread. 
Miss Giliham gav e herself 
u p to the lo cal au tho rities, an d was 
bro u ght to Peo ria, where she made a 
statemen t lo State’s Atto rn ey Sho les. 
Miss Giliham atten ded a dan ce at 
Elmwo o d Satu rday n ight. Her father 
was at Edwards, an d bo th hap p ^ed 
to retu rn ho me at 3 a. m. 
Giliham 
o rdered his dau ghter to p u t his ho rse 
away , which she co n aen ted to do . 
He fo llo wed her 
to 
the bam , an d 
threaten ed her life if she did n o t 
su bmit. 
Her 
cries 
aro u sed 
her 
mo ther, who hu rried to the bam, an d 
Gillbam grabbed a clu b an d kn o cked 
l^s wife do wn . Mrs. GlUham crawled 


back to the ho use. Giliham repeated 
his attempts, witho ut success. 
**Go to the ho use and g et my g un 
fo r me o r I will brain y o u no w,” he 
y elled. The g irl bro ke away and ran 
to the ho use. She p>t the g un lo aded 
it, and returned to the bam. Giliham 
rushed to ward her. 
She lev eled the 
g un and fired twice. 
Giliham dro p­ 
ped. Miss Giliham went hack to the 
ho use, to ld her sto ry to her mo ther, 
and said: *T g uess I had better g et 
the neig hbo rs to bring father In, and 
then I will driv e o v er to Edwards 
and 
see the co nstable. 
I suppo se I hav e 
bro ken the law.” 
Giliham is an o ld resident o f the 
neig hbo rho o d, 
hav ing 
been reared 
near Edwards. He is said to be a g o o d 
man when no t into x icated.
